LONDON, July 29.—(INS)—

At 3,625,354 


BERLIN, July 29.—(UP)—Ger- 
many officially listed her armed 
service losses from the atart of 
the war through Nov. 30, 1944, at 
3.625.354 killed, missing or cap- 
tured, enemy documents discover- 
ed in the home of Gen. Reinecke, 
German army propaganda chief, 
revealed today. 

Totals included 1,911,300 killed; 
1.433.853 missing and interned, 
and 278,201 reported prisoners of 
war. In addition, there were list- 
ed 438.352 discharged men and 
732 uncaught deserters, making 
the total ineffective list 4,064,438. 

Army losses were listed as 1.- 
709,739 killed, 242,100 captured, 
and 1.540.829 missing: air force, 
149.787 killed, 141,020 missing: 
navy 51,774 killed and 32,205 
missing.

Commodore Kiefer won the 
Navy Cross for heroism at the Bat- | 
tle of Midway, where the York-| 
town went down, and later served 
es the commanding officer of the 
Ticonderoga in action in the west- 
ern Pacific. He remained on the 
bridge of the cruiser in spite of 
65 wounds for 12 hours and his 
seamanship is credited with sav- 
ing the big cruiser when she was 
attacked by Japanese — suicide 
planes. 

Born in Blackfoot, Idaho, in 
1896, Commodore Kiefer entered 
the Naval Academy in 1915 and 
graduated in 1918. After World 
War I he took flight training and | 
has served. with naval aviation 
since graduation from flying 
school. i 

After the attack on the York- | 
town in 1942, Commodore Kiefer | 
entered the blazing photographic 
laboratory and directed fire fight- 
ers. Later, while directing aban- 
donment of the huge carrier, the 
commodore severely burned his 
hands while lowering an injuréd 
man into a life raft. When he 
tried to save himself, his injured 
hands were unable to support the 
weight of his body and he struck 
the ship’s armor belt, fracturing a 
foot and ankle.

‘council and the (Fascist) militia, 
there came into being the system 
which we can describe as the 
diarchy, that is, the government 
by two men, the two-fold rule.

Mr. Churchill Wrote-- 


Writing in his book {Aftermath,” and in the 

chapter dealing with the gathering of the states- 

| men at Paris to make the Treaty of Versailles, 
Winston Churchill said: 

“Thestriumphant statesmen, the idols of the masses, acclaimed 
as saviours of their countries, were still robed with the glamour 
of war achievement and shod with the sanctions of democracy. 
But their hour was passing; their work was almost done, and 
Wilson, Clemenceau and Lloyd George were soon to follow into 
retirement or adversity the kings and emperors they had dethroned.” 

History has repeated itself in so far as the author and states- 
man of 1919 is concerned. There is a new “Aftermath.” The cur- 
tain is about to go up on an experiment in government new to a 
country which has remained conservative because its conservatives 
were willing to make changes. 

It is a somewhat odd lot that goes to make up this Labor party 
of union members, white-collar workers, intellectuals and wealthy 
persons with a social consciousness that will not let them be. It 
is a party with its conservatives and its liberals. It has some 
whom these regard as rather far to the political left. It might be 
compared with the extreme liberal wing of the Democratic party 
if it were not for the fact its leaders are more generally experi- 
enced in government, more able, more solid, less given to political 
exhibitionism. 

It has had no wartime strikes, compared with our own .-in num- 
ber of loss of work hours. It was an effective part of the coalition 
government headed by Winston Churchill. It held the most im- 
portant posts, save one, that of foreign secretary. 

lis strength in the recent election seems to have been that it 
had.a program—printed, distributed, made familiar. The opposition 
had a program, but heré was a point political science classes will 
pore over in years to come. Mr. Churchill’s program was largely 
a rewrite of the Beveridge plan. It was a weak imitation of. the 
Labor party plan. Mr. Churchill was in the same position that 
Wendell Willkie and Tom Dewey found themselves in opposing the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt. Their plan was an adoption of his. 
They, like Mr. Churchill, had to adopt the voice of desperation 
and predict dire results if they were not elected. The Labor 
party had something the people could see. It may, or may not, 
turn out to be a good thing. That is not the point. The point 
is they had a program. Their opponents did not. 

So, the experiment of mixing socialization with free enter- 
prise, of throwing the full weight of government into the solution 
of sociologica] problems of jobs, wages, health, medical care and 


housing, will begin. 

The Men Let us look at the background of the men who will 
attempt this Herculean task; who are they and from 

whence did they come? 

Clement Attlee is from a middle-class family. His parents gave 
him an education at a private school and at Oxford. He was a 
lawyer who became interested in the poverty of people and drifted 
to the Labor party which then, as now, was the English liberal 
party. He came along in its politics. Slow, impartial, a family 
man who likes his pipe, garden, and a round of golf, his complete 
honesty and administrative ability have kept him head of a some- 
what heterogeneous party. 

Something new has been added to diplomacy in Ernest Bevin, 
hard-handed, harder-headed leader of the powerful transport 
workers’ union. Farm-born, he has been streetcar operator, dock 
worker. He is a blusterer and shouter like John L. Lewis. But 
he believes in negotiation, agreements and controls rather than 
He has studied hard, read much, is well, if self, educated. 
He is a curious combination of John L. Lewis, Phil Murray and 
Dave Dubinsky in American politics. He hates the “middle man” 
in business. It was he who called the general strike of 1929— 
which Churchill broke. He and Churchill fought side by side 
against the British policy in Spain, against the Cliveden set, against 
the Chamberlain government. Gruff, impatient, no fascist such 
as Franco will receive anything but a fight from him. When he 
begins shouting in diplomatic halls things ‘will happen. 

Herbert Morrison, efficient reformer; runner-up to Attlee in 
three elections: the only one of the Labor party whom Churchill 
disliked, is a London cockney known for his ability to get things 
done. He will lead the party in commons. Errand boy, shop as- 
sistant, newspaper street circulation manager, he came up through 
the ranks. 

Arthur Greenwood is a university graduate, former teacher of 
economics, long a political figure and member of parliament. He 
bitterly opposed the Chamberlain government; is a great friend of 
Sir William Beveridge, a seasoned official; initiated the study 
leading to the Beveridge report. 

These are the chiefs. There aré others—Hugh Dalton, old Eton 
boy, son of Queen Victoria’s favorite chaplain; Cambridge Uni- 
versity, gallant soldier in 1914-1918; author, intellectual, long in 
the party, and Sir Stafford Cripps, university man, intellectual, 
politically far to the left; Sir William Jowitt, minister’s son, Ox- 
ford graduate. ; 

These are the personalities, the debutants in government in 
England who will indeed be the cynosure of all eves in all nations.

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The British-Haters 
Now Face Problem 


One of the aftermaths of the drastic change 
in government in’ Britain, as result af the elec- 
tion of a Labor party to power, will be the per- 

plexity of some of that small but strange group to be found in this 
country, the congenital haters of everything British. ; 

There are, so far as I know, approximately half a dozen of that 
type in Atlanta. Two or three of them have a habit of venting 
theic blind spleen on me, in letters, because it so happens I was 
born a Briton and educated in England. 

These letters are more amusing than anything else. Their writers, 
however, today fold potentiality for some interesting dévelopments. 

Most of them. seem to center their anti-Britishism against the 
Tory class of Britons, those old ancestral families with their landed 
estates and their calm assurance of a divine order of things that 
makes special privilege quite proper—for them. As a matter of fact, 
I am opposed to such a class myself. 

Churchill, we all know, while he proved a magnificent leader 
in time of war crises, fundamentally thinks like the Tory aris- 
tocrats of Britain. It is, actually, a magnificent display of funda- 
mental British determination to provide a better world for the aver- 
age man and woman, this elevation of the Labor party to power. 

But, my interest is, will the professional British-haters now 
transfer their animus to Clement Attlee and his party? It will make 
them rather ridiculous if they do. 


> ~ Changes in Britain’s foreign policy, be- 
On Foreign Policy cause of the change in -government, 
should result, on the whole, in bringing that policy more in line 
with thinking and policy in the U. S. Certainly, a Labor govern- 
ment will not try to force an unwanted king on the Greeks or the 
Belgians, as the Churchill government undoubtedly did. Nor will 
an Attlee cabinet be inclined to continue temporizing with Franco 
of Spain, the only remaining pal of the late Hitler and Musso in 
power in Europe. 

Not that Attlee and his supporters, mind you, will consent any 
more than would Churchill. to “dissolution of the British Empire.” 
Nor need it be expected that Britain's foreign policy of the future will 
be any the less aware of the importance of maintaining controlling 
influence in various vital areas. But, while there is so much to be 
done at home, in the effort to lift the living standards and provide 
social security for all types of British people, the Labor party will 
be chiefly concerned only with those phases of foreign policy which 
have direct bearing on home conditions. 

Which is, basically, true of this country. We believe in the plans 
embodied in the charter of the United Nations because they hold 
out best promise of maintaining a peaceful world and we know we 
cannot live in safety and enjoy true prosperity while wars ravage 
any part of the globe. 

We know, too, that greater liberty and increased individual 
dignity for men all over the world will result in advancement for 
our own people and in the creation of ever-increasing markets for 
the products of our factories. 

Those basic facts of foreign policy for a free democracy are 
recognized in the Labor party platform in Britain, just as they are 
recognized by all informed, thinking leaders and people over here. 

: One of the problems facing Britain I am going 
What of India? to watch with exceptional interest is that of 
India. India, you know, has been one of the favorite points for 
attack by these British-haters of whom I write. Few, if any of 
them, know anything about India, by the way. But that doesn't 
matter when they get out their favorite hammers. 

Nor do I know much of India. I have read books presenting 
various angles on the great problem. I have read obvious prop- 
aganda from both sides. I have heard speakers for both sides. And 
there is only one obvious fact that emerges from all this. That 
fact is the problem in India stems, 90 per cent of it, from the people 
of India themselves. They would undoubtedly have received com- 
plete dominion status years ago if they had only been able to agree 
among themselves sufficiently to make a government for themselves 
with reasonable prospect of working. 

Undoubtedly the Attlee leader in Indian affairs will be Stafford 
Cripps. You remember he tried his best to give India dominion 
status years ago and only failed when Moslems and Hindus could 
not agree to work together. 

Today the platform of Britain's new Labor government again 
offers it, just as soon as the Moslems and Hindus can get together 
and work out amicable details. 

It will be fascinating to see if Attlee can do better with that 
perplexing puzzle than did Churchill.

British Elections 
set Europe's Pattern 


WASHINGTON—The overwhelming left-wing 

victory of the Labor party in the British elec- 

| tions sets the pattern, as most observers see it, 

for political events in Europe during the postwar period that lies 
immediately ahead. 

Great Britain was the last strongholf of orthodox conservatism 
among the major powers of Europe. Now that stronghold has been 
breached, the United States is left as the sole remaining great 
nation of the world with a government. whose policies are not 
dominated by the radical concepts of state socialism. 

This is a hard, cold fact that will be hard to accept by those 
elements in our population, mostly political, which have sought 
to give a radical tinge to the policies and practices of the Ameri- 
can government during the New Deal phase of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

And yet by contrast the United States stands out today as the 
last remaining symbol of conservatism. President Truman, up 
to the present time, has obviously set for himself a course which 
is acknowledged to be slightly right of center. 

With the defeat of the conservative party in Great Britain, it 
well may be expected now that the other peoples of Europe will 
veer distinctly to the left in setting up governments to function 
in the important rehabilitation period that will follow the end 
of the war.

In seeking an answer to the overthrow of the 
The Answer: ancient citadel of conservatism in Great Britain, 
which the Tory party of Mr. Churchill represented, perhaps the 
most concise explanation offered comes from Sen. Morse, the 
liberal-minded Republican from Oregon. 

“It is perfectly obvious,” he said, “that the world is coming 
into. the era of the common man.” 

By that he meant that the great masses of the people, the rank 
and file who constitute the vast majority in every electorate, 
are coming to demand an improvement in social and economic 
conditions. 

In the. British election those demands called for nationaliza- 
tion of the coal mining industry, long a sore spot in British 
economy, nationalization of the transportation industry, the util- 
ities, and government operation of the Bank of England. Public 
housing and other social benefits were a part of the program of 
the Labor party. i 

But the social revolution which the elections mark in Great 
Britain probably will not be as extensive as many Americans 
think. At worst it promises to be a revolution by due process of 
law. Certainly it will have in it none of the aspects of the 


French revolution. 

The new government of Prime Minister 
New Government 4 iiice will be made up, for the most part, 
of men who were a part of the Churchill coalition government. 
They have merely moved up in rank and authority. 

Competent English observers have been quick to point out 
that what is now taking place in Britain is little more than what 
took place in this country during the early days of the Roosevelt 
administration. The British, as it were, are just now catching up 
with us, 

It is true that the New Deal never went so far as to urge 
nationalization of the nation’s heavy industries, but the govern- 
ment did’ take long steps in the direction of socialism by various 
public developments and social benefits. 

Hence, in a way, it may be said that the British are just get 
ting around to adopting the New Deal with certain extensions 
brought on by the crucial five-year war period. 

How far the British election will go in shaping policy in the 
United States is a question that remains to be seen. At the moment, 
however, there is a disposition on the part of seasoned political 
observers to feel that it will have a considerable influence. 

For what happened in England may be regarded as a sign of 
the times. a warning that the rank and file of the people here 
will stand for no backward steps in social and economic progress. 
President Truman. no less than the leaders of both major parties 
in congress, may be expected to heed this warning, with the result 
that the future governmental focus may lean more to the left than 


to the right.

Full Report 
Expected of 
Big Three 


BERLIN, July 29.—(UP)—Pres- 
ident Truman, Premier Stalin and 
British Prime Minister Attlee 
were reported today to be work- 
ing on a final communique which 
presumably will reveal historic 
decisions reached in the Big Three 
conferences. 

The meeting was in its closing 
stages and an official spokesman 
announced that the conference was 
“progressing ge rere, 

Secretary State James F. 
Byrnes met this morning with the 
foreign secretaries of Britain and 
Russia to prepare agenda for the 
afternoon’s meeting of the three 
principals. 

The final communique may re- 
veal some of the decisions reached 
at the conferences. However, there 
was a possibility it would merely 
announce their closing with a lat- 
er date set for simultaneous an- 
nouncements by the heads of the 
three states. 

Columbia Broadcasting System’s 
Edward R. Murrow reported from 
London that he believed “one of 
the principal negotiators has stated 
that his country will go to war 
with Japan—and soon.” 

President Truman followed his 
usual Sunday. custom this morning 
of attending Protestant services 
with the troops. He was accom- 
panied by his military aide, Brig. 
Gen. Harry Vaughan; Maj. Gen 
Floyd L. Parks, commander of the 
American district® and Fred Can- 
fil, United States marshal in. Kan- 
sas City and an old friend of the 
President’s, who is working with 
the Secret Service on this trip.

services, pointing out that too 
many churchgoers were “false- 
front Christians.”

WASHINGTON.—Good old se- 
lective service. Ever heard of it? 
Don't answer that question. That’s 
the outfit that got you info trouble 
in the first place—the outfit re 


sponsible for uprooting you from 
your nice comfortable life and 
home and family and putting you 
inte the distinctive GI. Joe’s mon- 
key suit. 

And, probably sooner than later, 
vou forgot all about selective serv- 
ice. Despite your protests, selec- 
tive service had done its bit by 
vou and handed you over to the 
Army or Navy so you could be 
taught how to really gripe in the 
approved GI way. At any rate, 
vou figured you'd never hear from 
selective service again. 

But you’re wrong there, mate. 
Just as selective service got you 
into trouble, so does it get you out 
of it after you leave the service. 
For it's the agency given the task 
of putting ex-Joes back in their 
old jobs. 

It’s all down in black and white, 
under section 8 of the selective 
service act. If you were work- 
ing for a private employer when 
you got the cal] to arms, he “shall 
restore” you to your old position, 
or one of like “seniority, status 
and pay.” 

There's one exception which I 
might as well bring in, though 
chances are it won't affect many 
veterans. An employer’s condi- 
tion may have so changed since 
vou left your old job that it would 
o2 either “impossible or unreason- 
able” for him to put you back on 
~e pay roll. In that case he won't 
have to—that’s the one exception. 
“elective service tells me this hap- 
pens only infrequently. 

Section 8, the re-employment 
part of the act, says any one who 

atisfactorily completes” his pe- 
riod of active duty gets the re- 
employment benefits. That means 
pny veteran who can produce a 

iecharge other than dishonorable. 

There's a time limit of 90 days 
om getting back that old job. That 
seems pretty liberal to me—it 
used to be 40 days. Now you can 
go down to the shore or up in the 
mountains or anywhere you want 
(if you can get there) and spend 
clmost three months after you're 
cischarged getting acquainted with

Student Asks 


Passage of 
Basic Law 


Billy Dixon, of Macon, law stu- 
dent at the University of Geor- 
gia, at Athens, and veteran of 
World War II, has been making 
speeches in middle and north Geor- 
gia urging ratification Aug. 7 of 
the proposed new state constitu- 
tion. 

The youthful politico, reading 
cierk in the house of representa- 
tives, reported he found “the 
young people and the veterans 
overwhelmingly in favor of the 
document.” 

He has been accompanied on his 
speaking trips by Tom Lee Horne, 
of Walker county, and Carl Heath, 
of Hinesville, also students at the 
university. 

The veterans’ section of the new 
constitution—creating an indepen- 
dent, constitutional Veterans’ Serv- 
ice Department—is important to 
Georgia’s veterans of this war, 
Dixon said, adding: 

“The veterans are for this docu- 
ment because they do not want 
their department to get into the 
hands of the scheming, conniving 
politicians who would use the de- 
partment to build up a machine.” 

Dixon, president of the Kappa 
Alpha fraternity and otherwise a 
leader in campus affairs at the 
university, urged “all college stu- 
ents and other young people to 
shoulder their responsibility and 


vote in the Aug. 7 election.”

Meals tor Two 


Are Appealing 
Though Meatless 


By SALLY SAVER. 

The woman who markets and 
plans meals for two is in more of 
a dilemma these meatless days 
than the woman with a family, 
for small steaks and chops have 
@iways contributed heavily to 
small dinners. Therefore, for the 
woman in search of satisfying 
meatless menus I have prepared 
several summer dinners and pre- 
sent them here with suggestions 


for preparation. 
SUMMER DINNERS FOR TWO 

Menu No. 1. Sliced tomato and 
lettuce salad with cheese dressing; 
asparagus souffle, potato chips, 
hot blueberry muffins, chilled 
cantaloupe, tea or coffee. 

Menu No. 2. Chilled tomato 
juice, hot deviled eggs in rice nest 
with mushroom sauce; toasted 
French bread, tossed vegetable 
salad, caramel apple sauce. 

Menu No. 3. Cream of pea soup, 
molded cheese salad with tomato 
garnish, hot crusty rolls, sliced 
peaches and cream with cookies. 

Menu No. 4. Tomato and sar- 
dine canape, scrambled eggs with 
corn, baked potatoes, beet and cel- 
ery salad, fresh plum tarts. 

If meat is not used in a menu 
some other protein food must be 
supplied, and the whole meal 
must be planned so it will be 
both appetizing and satisfying. In 
the menus given, cheese, eggs, sar- 
dines and milk supply the pro- 
teins and in combinations we be- 
lieve are quite appetizing. 

Menu 1. Offers no difficulties in 
preparation. For the cheese dress- 
ing marsh half a package of cream 
cheese and gradually beat into it 
1-3 cup French dressing. Pour this 
over the sliced tomatoes just be- 
fore serving. 


ASPARAGUS SOUFFLE 

Cook 1-2 pound fresh or frozen | 
asparagus, or use the canned. Melt | 
1 tablespooti margarine, blend in 
1 1-2 tablespoons flour, then stir | 
in 1-2 cup milk. Stir mixture and 
cook slowly until it boils. Remove 
from fire, add the cooked aspara 
gus, 1-2 teaspoon salt and the well 
beaten yolks of two eggs. Beat 2 
egg whites until stiff and fold in 
1-2 teaspoon baking powder, then 
fold the beaten egg whites to 
a proper mixture. Pour into a 
greased baking’ dish and bake in a 
moderate oven 350 degrees, 20 to 
25 minutes or until firm and well 
puffed. Serve at once from the 
dish in which it is baked.

Foreign Policy 
Group Foresees: 
Charter Troubles 


WASHINGTON. July 29.—(/)— 
The Foreign Policy Association to- 
day. predicted “difficulties” when | 
congressional discussion turns to | 
implementation of the United Na- 
tions charter. 

“Ratification of the charter is 
eniy the first and easiest step to- 
ward international co-operation by 
the United States,” the private re- 
_gearch organization said in a state- 
ment, because it required “no con- 
crete action by the United States 
which might oe interpreted by 
critics as ‘sacrifice’ of national 
interests.” 

Mrs. Vera Micheles Dean, re- 
gearch director of the association, 
who attended the San Francisco 
conference, said in a report that 
the charter itself “does represent 
a remarkably wide area of agree- 
ment on highly controversial Is- 
sues,” but that three points may 
arouse more debate in congress. | 

These she outlined as: | 

“Specification of the armed. 
forces the United States will place | 
at the disposal of the United Na- | 
tions by a special agreement or 
agreements to be negotiated with 
the security council; the scope of 
the authority to be exercised by 
the American delegate to the se-. 
curity council, who may be called 
upon to vote for the use of Ameri- 
can forces against an aggressor, | 
and the provisions in the chapters | 
on nonself-governing peoples which | 
call for periodic reports to the 
United Nations organization by 
member states—provisions. that 
may bring objections if applied to 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii and Alaska, 
but especially to islands in the Pa- 
cific placed under trusteeship. af
